His Treatife of mine, I didmeane to 
putin Print aboue two yeares paft, had I not 
then vnderftanded by a friende of mine that 
yjthe like was already handled, and in Print, by si The. 
Sir Thomas Smith, and Maifter Chefter, of ae pea = 
: whofe works (nor the like done by any other) We are 
Ineuer vnderftood vntill then : if it had pleafed God that they fers wets 
had bin liuing,I would haue offered to them my fetuice in 7% 
chis point for Ortography , and I trutt it will be no offence to 2" 
their friends to fee their workes confirmed, thoughnotinthe  " 
fame order, yetto the effect of their meaning, which is no- 

thing contrary to their willes,as may apenas thett Bookes 
of the fame, in which they declare, that time will bring truth, 
and correct errors, which,at the firft, are thought impoffible, 
and vnmeete to be reformed. Whofe workes after I had pery- 
fed, I reioyced that men of fuch calling, learning, and experi- 

ence, had trauelled in the like purpofe. 

And in perufing the fame,] found our arguments to one ef- 

ject,touching the great abufes in writing and printing of Eng- 

uth {peach and therefore I leaue out of this Freatife many of 

my arguments, which I had purpofed to enlarge, for the fatif- 

fying of euery mans doubts and obiections : but now, turning 

uch as are not fatiffied with my perfwafions , to perufe their 
workes, whereof many ofthe learned fort are not ignorant , 

and fully refolued , that a perfect amendment were tight ne- 

ceffary for many caufes. 

My doings did, and doth differ from theirs, only in the a- even 
mendment of thofe abufes. For Sir Thomas Smith,and May- #17 works 
{ter Chefter, left out of their amendment ditiers ofthe letters 4” 
now in vfe, and alfo broughtin diuers of new figure and fathi- 
on, hauing no part in figure or fafhion of the old, for whofe 
foundes they were changed in figure,or newly deuifed,firange 
to the eye, and thereby more ftudie to the memory:fecing the 
vie of both Ortographics mutt be had during one age, and af 
terwards

And (I doubr)if Sir T.Smich had written or printed matter 
in fentence, as he fhewed it only by fingle word, (as touching 
any thing that cuer came to my fight)to fhew his Ortography 
it would haue bin of the like effect to M. Chefters : excepting 
this point only, that is,for eafie conference of the old and new 
togither, (and partly , for that they had not prouided feuerall 
Jetters ynough for euery feueral] ceuifion of the voyce vfed in 
Englith fpeech) I had left off mine owne enterprife, and alto- 
gither, to the vttermoft of my power, aduanced one of their 
doings,for that(by too much experience)I found the lacke of 
the Like, by handling of learners, whofe memories and dili- 
gence I found very apt,but brought into a Labyrinthus,(in re- » 
{pect of the playne and perfect way to reade and write Eng- 
lith {peach,) though I vfedall meanes to inftruct them moft 
eafily, by giuing warning to them of this ern ale ofthat 
turning, of this blocke and of that flough, of this bypath, and 
that narrow bridge,of this marke, and of that bound, I meane 
by giuing to double and treb'e founded letters ,thew double 
and treble names, agreeing to their foundeés in words: alfo, 
what letters were {uperfluous in fome words, and where fome 
were mifplaced , with fome helpe of rules to deuide fil'ables, 
and fuch like meanes, which did greatly comfort and further 
them in learning, with more {peede and pleafure , than any 
learner could doe by any ordinarie teaching, oras I my felfe 
was taught. 

Butyet I haue founde by handling of mine owne chil- 
dren (whome Ihaue vied to mine owne liking in teaching 
them tue Ortography written, for lacke of the printed) that 

reading 
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pean writing may be had perfecily,in the time that my 

helpes before vfed could be perfectly conceyued and halfe fo- 

lowed, by reafon thatin true Ortography, both the eye, the 

voyce, and the care confent moft pertectly, without any let, 
doubi,or maze. Which want of concord in the eye.voice,and 

eare, I did perceyue almoft thirtie yeares palt ,\by the very 

voyce of children, who guided by the eye with the letter, and The varce 
giuing voyce according to the name thereof , as they were is iba ae 
taught to name letters, yeelded to the eare of the hearer a sersers, 
cleane contrary found to the word looked for. 

Heereby grewe quarels in the teacher,and lothfomnefle in 
the learnerjand great payne to both : and the conclution was, 
that both teacher & learner mutt go by rote,for no rule could 
be followed, when of xxxvii. partes, xxi. kept no {quare, nor Of*«x~. 
true ioint. For xi.parts greatly needefull,lacked altogither,or ihe pe fell: 
were furnifhed withthe other xxiii. partes, by peecing and ‘i 
contrary hewing of which xxiii. (ifthey be well viewed) they 
are fo mangled, that there are but fixe partes in perfect vie: 
whereof (as occafion hath offered) [haue complayned to di- 
uers of the art of learning, wherevnto fome hane yeelded, 
fome not conceyued of ir, fome loth to graunt it, and fome 
old cuftomaries could not abide to heare ofany fpedie way to 
knowledge, were it neuer fo good. 

Thus bemg leftalone(though Sir T.Smith, & M.Chefter, The su. 
made the like complaint, but vnknown to meas I faid before ) #9774 - 
Idid many times lamenttiefame, wifhing that God would eee 
fende me fome time of leyfure, to thew fome remedie. Inthe 
end, about feuen yeares paft, perceyuing more and more the 
great want of amendment, ] determined with my {elie to lay 
my priuat doings afide, which my abilitie was # able. to beare, 
to prouide fome remedie ina thing fo neediullin my Coua- 
trie: fince which time, I baue endenored to finifh mine enter- 
piife,thinking at the firft, to haue reftreyned mine owne buii- 
nefle for half'ayeare, or fuch like time. But when I had ented

not throughly perfected, to continue for euer, and thereby to 

jue fome that will carffle againft it, the more aduantage, or 
rather delighting affections, to reproue the fame, which were 
not eafie for all good mindes, taking fome care to perufe my 
doings, to defend in anfwering therevnto. So-that the fingular 
gift trom God, for the better inftruction of man, might by ° 
mans vnthankefulneffle haue repulfe from time to time, and 
the pretious iewell of true vnderftanding,which mutt begin to 
take roote in youth, be greatly hindered, and this fingular far- 
therer of the fame,I meane true Ortography, fo dafhed out of 
countenance, that hardly any man would attempt the like a- 
gaine, which were the enemies triumph. 

For what thing is,was,or euer fhall be,that will like all men ? 
yca,though it be to their great profit, fo greatly preuaileth the 
ancient enemie of truth,that is,the Diuell himfelf,who deligh- 
ted with mans ignorance,feeketh alwayes to delude him with 
his illufions,which are many, and of diners coloured goodlike 
ene : butinthe ende, truth wafheth all away, and ma- 

eth euery thing appeare plaine as it is. 

Itis now a yeate paft and more,fince this Booke was figned 
and allowed to be mprinted,wherin I haue bin willing to take 
{ome leifure for two caufes : one,that I would haue it go ee 

wat 
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ward in fuch fort, that ifany woulde fhew caufe of better a- 
mendment, I would gladly haue accepted it, and ioined with 
the fame,and to that ende haue bin willing not onely to heare 
other mens iudgments that are able to giue iudgement hetin, 
butalfo haue publifhed a Pamphlet heereof in diuers places 
into the hands of men of vnderitanding,who well conceiue of 
the fame, and moft of them confeffing ita thing very necefla- 
rie and proficable,witheth good fuccefle thereof. 

In Bich trying of other mens iudgements , T haue found -« hinde. 
that Sir T. Smith, and M.Chefters, but chiefely Sir Thomas Acai

ings herin, bicaufe it finketh into many mens minds,that fee- pa 
ing they,being of fuch great learning, calling,experience, and spe and 
credit , could not preuaile heerein, that itis not like, that any eye 
other fhoulde preuaile in the like meaning : butthis doubtis — *" 
foone anfwered, anid refolued by common experience. 

For in all ages and times,things are brought to paffe,not aS God only 
men thinke, but as it pleafeth God, who maketh his inftru- «so of 
ments (oftentimes of the moft vnlikely , thar we might be co east 
thankfu!l vnto him for working our profite, and not to impute 
the fame vnto any mortall man, of what countenance foeuet 
he be, inthe eye of the world. Yet that creature,by whome 
God miniftreth his goodnefle toward vs, deferueth to be wi- 
fhed well vnto, not onely for our profites fake, but alfo that it 
hath pleafed God to worke in him things profitable for vs! 
yea, the vertue of che fimple{t in wordlings eyes being defpi- 
fed,is not only a wrong to the partie, buta manifeft vnthank- 
fulneffe to the giuer of thofe giftes. 

Neither ought we to forget the manifolde bleflings of Ged: works 
God fhewed to this our Nation in this laft age, which con- eee 
trarie to the expectation of man (yea beforeitcametopafle, =" 
thought impoffible and vnmeete) he hath mercifully poured 
vpon vs, among which, this change is not of the leaft impor- 
tance, though it feeme a tri’e in fome mens iudgements. 

So that I truft(a! things confidered)the learned wil content 

them- 
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themfelues to thinke weliheereof,and giue canfe tothe vn- 
learned,to make their entrie into learning heereby:wherein is 
fuch concord of the eye, voyce, and care, that it will yeelde to 
the mind a moft pieafant harmoniejand guide the fame to the 
place of eternall felicitie, which is, and fhould be the end ofall 
exercifes and eltates in the life of man. And what may beco- 
pared to knowledge, the guide of all thefe, when ignorance 
runneth headlong into the pit,yea at the nooneday ? 

And for that I would gladly haue contented ali men (which 
isa thing tmpoffible)or at the Jeaft vnderitanded the commo- 
neft opinion of the greater number {1 did inAuguitiatt {ec vp 
in this Citie of London in the moft publike places thereof, a 
briefe thew of my intent, readie to haue thewed good proote 
of the fame, ifmen would fo haue accepted of my good will, 
but chiefly,that by occafion offered therby, I might cither go- 
forward with my intent, or ftay for a ume, or for rezfonable 
caufe to giie ouer the fame. 

Andin confidering of thefe points, though the multitude 
(through light ouerpaffing thereof) are of leait indgement, & 
no caufe to bring me into defpaire : fo is northe fubteltie of 
the peruerfe enemies to knowledge, nor their foundings in 
mens eares fo fearfull to me, butthat through the good fope 
that I haue in the Magiftrace (vneo whofe eares fome of thofe 
notes no doubt haue founded ) bearing indifferently with my 
doings vpon further trial!, [hauenct flacked my trauell nor 
charges, to go forward 1n fo neceflary & comimon caufe,defi- 
ring euery mans furtherance,as the eauicie of che caule requi- 
reth: and that euery man viewing the fame,wiil confider that 
the chiefe point to vnderftand tits worke is, to haue perfectly 
thenames of the fingic letters : according to them names in 

the Table,fol.21. and alfo before the written hands: 
without which,they can not iudge of the 
ortegraphy, nor vnderftand the 
veit of this worke,
